Of all forms of using tobacco. cig- 
arette smoking is said by medical 
mon*to be the most treacherous, The | 
smoke is mild and easily inhaled; and , 
in this fact lies its chief danger, Ta-| 
ken directly into the lungs and then 
absorbed into the blood, the nicotine | 
| ot the smoke is thrown directly into 
| the system, stunting the boy’s — phy- 
| sical and mental prowth. 

This is why cigarette smoking | 
singled out for special legislative pro- 
hibition.

ve been carefully noted in Chicago, 
There from 88 schools 2,402 — pupils 
were reported as addicted to the cig- 
arette habit, and only six per cent.

As there ure 
2385 schools in Chicago, and as 88 of 
them report 2,400 cigarette smovers, 
it is safe in making ao conservative es- 
timate. to say that there are 5,000 
cigarette smokers in Chicago schools,

Principal Mary Darrow Olson, Chic- 
Jago, remarks thet it is only within

Miss Olson adds this testimony:

Thero is nothing pretentious sabout 
the town of Lougheed (pronounced la 
heed) which {is on the Wetaskiwin 
branch of the GC. P. R. between Sed- 
gewicl and Hardisty, and aoout ‘80, 
miles east of Edmonton. No — bald 
claims are made about its being the 
best place on earth to ive or that 
they are going so fast they are un- 
able to Keep up appearances, 

'The town was named after Senator 
Loughved. Perhaps it wasn’t much 
for a while, but the C. P. R, ¢ame a- 
long and established a few ready 
made farms there and then built a 
station and made it a regular stop- 
ping place for western bound — trains 
between Winnipeg and Edmonton. A 
couple of elevators with a capacity of 
70,600 bushels each were put up and 
H. A. Dowler, of the Alberta Pacitic 
Klevator Compaby says they had the 
best wheat on the branch last year 
As the fame of the farming section 
permeated to the four quarters of the 
country, more people came and took 
up homesteads there, until today the- 
re are about three hundred families in 
Louvheed, The town is today — the 
centre of a thriving farming commun- 
ity. Much is needed to supply the 
wants of the farmers who come into 
the town, They are prosperous far- 
mers and pay well. To meet the de- 
mands of these residents there has 
been established in rapid succession, 
two liveries, hardware store, branch 
of Canadian Ban'c of Commerce, three 
reneral stores, two elevators, butch- 
er shop, blacksmith shop, machine 
shop, modern school. Presbyterfan :ch- 
urch, physician, restaurant and bar- 
ber shop. What is needed is a bakery 
a laundry, a drug store and a print- 
ing: office. 

The town is to be incorporated in 
the fall. J. R. Adams is president 
and R. W. Winfield secretary of the 
Board of Trade there. The board is 
busy preparing to loctte a flour mill 
and some manufacturing concerns in 
the place.

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5,000 - MINERS OUT: ON STRIKE 


Lethbridge, ‘Alta., April 1.—At 3.30 
yesterday afternoon at the conclusion 
of the day shift all union miners of 
district 18 -U.M.W. of A., took their 
tools from the mines of the Western 
Canada Coal Operators nsyociation, 
including Alberta and south-eastern 
British Columbia. 

In the Lethbridge district between 
Galt mines fifty at the Royal Collier- 
ies and nearly one hundred at the 
Diamond mines.. The mines at Taber 
have not been working*smuch _ lately 
and only a few men are affected there. 
In Crow’s Nest Pass, over two thou- 
sand men quit on the Alberta side and 
about. the same number on the B.C. 
side cf the pass, making about 5,000 
along this line 

The .strike will mean stagnation of 
trade of all kinds in the towns in the 
pass where mining is the only indus- 
try, but will.not make so much  dif- 
ference in Lethbridge and Taher. 
Small mines outsid? of the associa- 
tion can supply the demand of © the 
local householders, but the farmers 
who want coal for steam ploughing. 
are afraid they cannot get-a sufficient 
supply. . This “will seriously. affect’ the 
The 
C.P.R. has large supplies at several 
points which will last about five mon- 
ths. The mines have practically no- 
thing stored. Many miners are leay- 
ing already for homesteads and other 
mining camps outside district 18, so 
that the output will be comparative- 
ly small whenever work is resumed. 
‘The C.P.i2. has no coal in stock in 
Lethbridge, the dump heaving all been 
used during snow - blockades. The 
steam plough outfits in Southern Al- 
berta will be hit hard as the output 
will not be sufficient ty supply them.

NO ALUM 
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SINGLE TAX IN SASKATCHEWAN 


The province of Saskatchewan has 
taken a forward step, whieh will 
mean much to the development — of 
that province. By a vote in the leg- 
islature, which was practically unan- 
imous, the legislators decided in fay- 
or of the passing; of a single tax mea- 
sure, 

The new act makes it optional with 
the municipality, but it permits any 
municipality which is so disposed to 
introduce the single tax providing for 
exemption of taxation upon buildings 
and improvements. It provides for a 
reduction of 15 per cent. yearly, and 
it is probable that with this legisla- 
tion the entire province will be under 
the single tax within a very few years 

The legislation is very wise. The 
gradual reduction is better than one 
big swoop, for in that way business 
conditions will not be too greatly 
shocked at the beginning. 

lt is hoped that Alberta will have 
similar legislation at an early date 
The single tax is necessary to the 
prosperity of a new country.—Calgary 
Albertan.
